They could sell 
their raw silk fur $650 per pound, and have no 
idea of discontinuing the business. These are

better than foreign silk, unported as of the first 
quality. 

We therefore say to culturists—you have 
nothing to fear—go-abead—and your best an- 
ticipations will be realwed. lo two or three 
years our legislators will see the benefits, de 
rived to this State, in the production of a valua 
ble staple, and will, probably, continue their 
patriotic patronage for a longer time than 1°43

His labors have been weil-re- 
warded by the peculiarly interesting discoveries 
he has made, Among them we may notice that 
on the site of the Conphe of Ganath, or Juno 
Cuwilestis, the great protecting divinity of Car- 
thaye, he found about seven hundred coias, and 
various objects of glass and earitheaware. But 
the most remarkable, and perhaps least expect- 
ed, of bis discoveries, is that of a villa, situated 
ou the sea shore, and buried fifteen feet under, 
ground. Enght rooms are completely cleared, | 
aol their size and decorations prove that the | 
house belonged to a wealthy persouage. 

walls are painted, and the floors are beaatifully | 
paved im mosa;c, in the same manner as those at | 
Pompeu and Herculaneum, represeating a great | 
variety of sabjects, such as marie deities, both 
male and female, different species of sea fish, 
marine plants, a vessel with female figures 
daociog on deck, and surrounded by admiring 
warriors: other portions represent loos, horses, 
leopards, tigers, deers, zebras, bears, gazelles, 
hares, herons, and the like. Ten humana skele- 
tans, apparently those stara daring the assauit 
ut tio erty, were found ro the different chambers. 

Sur Gronville also discovered, ia another house, 
other mosates of great interest ; these represent 
gladiators contending in the arena with wild 
beasts, aad over cach man is written his name. 
her part are seen horse races, aod men 
in young horses.
